New State Beer Tax Imperils 
Popular Five-Cent Schooners 


The --cent glass of beer in Geor- 
gia hung in the balance yesterday 
as distributors and retailers consid- 
ered the matter of absorbing or 
passing on to the consumer the tax 
provided in the new beer act. 

While the taxing feature received 
attention, the state’s only brewery 
made plans for an advertising cam- 
paign, heretofore prohibited under 
the bone-dry act of 1915. 


A spokesman for the brewery said 
the company expected to “get ac- 
tive’ now. “‘We didn’t know where 
we stood before the referendum,” 
he added. The Atlanta brewery has 
been shippin’ only to near-by towns, 
partly because it could not send its 
beer through some cities because 
of the bone-dry law. 

Newspaper and other forms of 
advertising will be started in the 
near future by the Atlanta brewery. 
the company official said. The new 
law specifically. provides for repeal 
of a section of the 1915 act which 
prohibited advertising of malt bev- 
eraces., 

The act legalizing Georgia-made 


¢ wine 


contains no provision about 
advertising. Numerous inquiries con- 
cerning various points in the heer 
and wine acts are being received by 
the attorney-general but Assistant 
Attorney-General George Goode said 
there would be no rulings on any 
of these until Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge issues an official proclama- 
tion on the result of Wednesday's 
referendum.

First Lady Rides Under- 
ground Train Piloted by | 
Brother of ‘Pretty Boy’s’ 

Pal. 


BELLAIRE, Ohio, May 21.—(4)— 
Braving the dangers of a two-mile 
journey through subterranean pass- 
ages, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt ac- 
quired a first-hand knowledge of coal 
| mining. 

With a miners’ cap, equipped with 
an electric light, atop her head, the 
first lady of the land rode with nearly 
| 60 other persons in an ele.trically 
, operated train of mine cars far down 
jinto the workings of the Hanna Coal 
'Company’s mine at the near-by village 
of Neffs. ; 
| She spent more than an hour and 
a half underground, watching 400 
| dust-stained miners at their work, and 
‘then exclaiming, “It was very inter- 
esting and instructing.” 

All of the operations of mining 
were explained to Mrs. Roosevelt by 
Adolphus Pacifico, vice president of 
‘the local of the United Mine Work- 


ers. 

| At the control of the mine train 
‘on which she rode was David Rich- 
/etti, a miner, who,is a brother of 
Adam Richetti, forrferly an associate 
of the notorious gangster, Charles 
“Pretty Boy” Floyd. Adam Richetti, 
in the Kansas 
City machine gun massacre, was cap- 
tured about 60 miles north of Bel- 
laire, last October, just a day or two 
before “Pretty Boy” Floyd was slain, 
in the same vicinity, by federal of- 
| ficers, 

After leaving the mine, the presi- 
dent's wife spoke briefly to 300 miners 
just going off duty. She told them she 
was pleased to have had the opportu- 
nity to see how and where they work, 
and wished them “success now and in 
the future.”

APPEAL TO FDR TODAY 


Senator George Will Request 
White House Engagement 
for Georgians. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—4)— 
A personal appeal to President Roose- 
velt for relief funds to pay accumu- 
lated back salaries of Georgia school 
teachers was planned last night by a 
committee representing the teachers. 

Senator George, of Georgia, said to- 
night he will request a White House 
engagement for the group. The state 
congressional delegation probably will 
accompany the educators. The cofi- 
mittee was appointed at a mass meet- 
ing of teachers in Atlanta Monday. 

Headed by Dr. M. D. Collins, state 
superintendent of schools, the Geor- 
gians arrived yesterday and _  hbegan 
conferences immediately at the _ re- 
lief administration, going over their 
proposition in detail with Lint D. 
Upson, head of the FERA finance 
‘division. Later they called on Sen- 
ator George. 
| Collins said he felt “encouraged.” 

' Harry L. Hopkins, relief adminis- 
trator, made relief funds available to 
the rural schools of Georgia, effective 
| April 19, but refused flatly a plea on 

the part of the state's congressional 
‘delegation that the aid be retroactive 

to February 1] 

The administrator placed responsi- 
‘bility for the plight of the schools on 
Governor Talmadge, stating he had 
‘blocked measures in the state legis- 
lature intended to provide new reve- 
nues for educafion.

| TALLAHASSEE, Fla., May 21.— 
| (P\—Legalization of slot machines, 
with the state expecting to get 4 
million dollars annually in taxes upon 
the devices, was voted today by the 
house. It reversed its action yester- 
‘day which struck out the enacting 
clause of the measure. 
| The vote on passage was 44 to 36, 
|in contrast to the previous vote of 
53 to 39 on a motion to strike out 
the enacting clause. Reconsideration 
of yesterday's action was voted as 
supporters of the measure repaired 
their lines in the house majority. 
The bill provided for a state tax of 
$500 annually on each slot machine 
/where money is inserted and money 
is returned as the reward, and taxes 
of $30 annually on automatic ma- 
chines. vending merchandise, and 310 
‘annually on marble games and simi- 
lar skill machines. In addition each 
county and city would be authorized 
to levy a license tax of half the 
state’s charges, thus doubling the state 
| tax in municipalities.
